DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 3-14 are presented for examination, wherein claim 1 is currently amended. 
Claims 2 and 15 are cancelled. 

2. The 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 second paragraph and the 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejections of claims 1 
and 3-14 are withdrawn as a result of the applicants' amendment to claim 1, from which the 

other claims depend. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the art of 
record teaches the process of claim 1 wherein (1) the slag phase is an iron based silicate slag 
phase and (2) the oxidizing gas phase is injected through a top-submerged lance, is unable to 
pass through a lower surface of the slag phase, and is precluded from contacting the continuous 
copper phase. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
